Marderrtl UN Brother. 

NoiiTliviLl.K, N. Y., Oct. 28.— A ter- 
rible tragedy was enacted late Saturday 
night at tho home of Samuel Carriugton, 
half a ti|ilo from this village. A young 
man named Oscar Barclay has made 
himself notorious by his relations with 
two women anil his visit to the Carring- 
tou homestead. Barclay was warned 
by his father and three brothers, but he 
paid no attention to them. They decided 
to teach him a lesson, and for this 
purpose about a dozen young men 
joined the fattier and brothers and, dis- 
guised as "Wliitecapa," proceeded to 
the Carriogton house, dragged Carring- 
ton out, tarred and feathered hini, 
placed hint astride a rail and carried 
him some distance, where he was left to 
shift for liimself. The "Whitecaps" re- 
turned to the house for young Barclay, 
but having witnessed the treatment of 
Carriogton he determined to resist 
them. As they came to the door be 
ran upstairs, and seizing a musket, 
levelled it at the leaders ftnd warned 
them to desist. The throats were tin- 
hoard, and as tho whitecaps pressed 
forward lie took careful aim and fired. 
A shriek ot agony followed the report, 
and the leader of tho whitecaps fell 
dead, the right side of his head and face 
having been blown to atoms. The vic- 
tim proved to be the youngest brother 
of Barclay. The body remained where 
it fell until Sunday afternoon, when the 
coroner arrived ut the scene and swore 
tlic j'lry- The murderor mado no 
effort to escape.

IS IT JACK THE RIPPER? 

Canada has a Murder Mystery Similar to 
the VVbltecbapel Horrors. 

Ottawa, Ont., Oct. 28.— Tho settle- 
ment along the Murray canal, near 
Trenton, has been thrown into greet ex- 
citement over tho discovery of the 
mutilated body of a woman partially 
buried in a vacant shed on the right 
bank of the canal. The corpse was 
that of a woll-dressed woman about 30 
years of age, who had evidently been 
disemboweled and one of the legs re- 
moved. The intestines were found in 
an adjacent field, but no trace of the 
missing leg could be discovered. The 
identity of the unfortunate woman has 
not been disclosed. Tho impression is 
that a foul murder has been committed, 
yet the object has not been made appur- 
ent. 

A card was attached to the vacant 
shed upon which was written in had 
pencil a warning to trespassers to be- 
ware, while on a stick to which was at- 
tached a piece of paper, was written in 
tho same hand a lot of doggerel. The 
coroner who examined tho body states 
that the work has been done withu very 
sharp knife. Every effort is now being 
made to ascertain if any woman is miss- 
ing about the neighborhood, but as yet 
without success. The shanty in which 
the body was discovered is situated in 
au out-of-the-way place, and it is gen- 
erally believed that tho woman was de- 
coyed there and murdered by a Ciuia- 
dian Jack tho Ripper.

THE HEALTH OF THE FRINGE 
OF WALES. 

Too much importance should not he 
attached to the rumors respecting the 
health of tho Prince of Wales that have 
found their way into the newspapers. Ill 
those days of sensational journalism any 
extraordinary or startling report should 
be received with much caution. The 
chances are that it is either wholly un- 
true or greatly exaggerated. If the 
Prince of Wales had contracted a dan- 
gerous or deadly disease it is natural to 
suppose that very little would bo said 
about it by either the Prince himself or 
his physicians. They would put the 



The remedy for this state of things is 
obvious. Let thedaty on opium be re- 
duced to so low a figure that it will not 
be worth while for ordinary traders, to 
nay nothing of customs house offioials, 
to run the risk of smuggling it. Very 
little more opium will bo used in the 
country than there is now, and a very 
strong temptation and a prolific source 
of demoralization will bo taken away 
from l>oth traders and customs officials. 
It is said that nine-tenths of all the 
opium used in San Francisco is smug- 
gled, that is, pays no duty at all. If 
tho duty were lowered to a reasonable 
rate the reverse of this would obtain in 
San Francisco . and other cities of tho 
United States; nine-tenths of that used 
would pay duty, and the remaining tenth 
would pcrhapB be smuggled. A very 
high duty, if tho article on which it is 
imposed is in demand, defeats its own 
end. It is not a Bource of revenue, and 
it does not prevent the importation of 
the article. The temptation to smuggle 
is too strong to be resisted. This is a 
pity, but it is true. The government 
may punish tho unfaithful rcvonue offi- 
cers, may seize the opium and imprison 
and tine the smugglers, when they ure 
caught, but us long as the duty on 
opium is ten dollars a pound, opium 
smugglin g will go on.

La 
dies and gentlemen have received let 
ters sent with the evident intention of 
annoying them and making mischief. 11 
is to be hoped that the sneaking mis 
chief-maker will he found out and pun 
ished. An accident may revenllhesendei 
of these miserable missives, and if he 
or she is discovered and prosecuted the 
authorities will, no doubt, make un ex 
ample of the criminal. The crime is a 
wanton one for which there is not even 
the shadow of an excuse. The magli 
nant creature who takes a pleasure in 
frightening those who have incurred his 
ill-will, orin poisoningtheirmindsagauis 
those in whom they have confidence, do 
serves the severest punishment that tin 
law am inflict. He is an enemy against 
whom no one can guard. He may 
write in honeyed terms and may make 
professions of friendship, hut he is really 
a moral assassin, in whoso word no one 
should place the slightest reliance. Th 
place for these anonymous letters is th 
fire, and the place for the writers of 
them is the common jail. They richly 
deserve the old-fashioned punishment of 
whipping at the cart's tail. We sin 
cerely trust that the Victoria sneak 
libeller will be found out and receive Ids 
or her deserts.

It is not customary even 
when persons in private life are taken 
11 to blurt out the worst that can b 
magined at once. There are reasons 
for believing, whether the Prince of 
Wales is afllicted with Brigllt's disease 
or not, that he is not un invalid. He is 
well enough to travel and to attend the 
wedding in Athens. If, as the tele- 
grams announce, his doom is sealed and 
he cannot live longer than a year, it is 
not likely that he would attend the 
narriage of the Princess Sophie and the 
Duke of Sparta. If the Prince of Wales 
is really as ill as a late telegram repre- 
sents him to he, the grief of the nation 
11 be profound. When he was ill 
•mine yours ago, the greatest .solicitude 
was manifested by Her Majesty's sub- 
jects of all ranks and conditions. It 
was then soon how highly be was 
esteemed and how generally he was be 
loved. The Prince of Wales is even 
more popular now than ho was then 
He has become better liked and more 
respected as he grows older. People 
look forward with hope to the time 
when he will become King of England 
It is believed that he will perform tin 
duties of Royalty most acceptably tc 
the people) He is known to be sensible, 
prudent and liberal ; that he is a man 
of the time. Few men have his charm 
of manner, and it was predicted that he 
will he even mora populai as King than 
lie has been us Prince of Wales. But 
the news of his illness dashes all the 
hopes that wore entertained of him by 
the nation to the ground. It is not 
known that his oldest son possesses 
either the ability, the virtues or the ac- 
complishments that are necessary to 
make a popular King of England. H 
is spoken rather slightingly of in many 
quarters. It is devoutly to bo hope 
however, that he will for many years to 
come be -ibis to profit by the advice and 
the example of his father. It is more 
than likely that an indisposition more 
or less serious has been exaggerated by 
the sensational special correspondent 
into a mortal disease. 



INEXCUSABLE APATHY. 

Toronto is soon to get a magnificent 
drill-shod. It is to be 1280 feet long by 
180 feet broad. It will be the largest 
and best appointed drill-shed in the 
Dominion. All the cities of the Domin 
ion have drill-sheds proportioned in si/.i: 
to their population and importance, ex- 
cept Victoria. This city has no drill 
shed worthy of the name. Yet in no par 
of tho Dominion is such a struotUr 
more urgently required. It is the prin- 
cipal seaport of the Dominion on the 
Pucific Coast. It is in the vicinity of the 
naval station and the dry dock. Vic- 
toria holds the key of the Straits of 
Fuca and Puget Sound, and would, in 
case of war with eithei Russia or the 
United Stales, bo exposed to attack. 
It is, therefore, of importance that its 
inhabitants should bo afforded every 
means of becoming proficient in military 
drill. Every encouragement should bo 
given to its young men to qualify them- 
selves to defend their city and ll 
province. If there is any part of the 
Dominion in which the military spirit 
should bo fostered, it is ill the capital of 
British Columbia. The authorities 
should cheerfully extend to its young 
men all the facilities enjoyed by the vol- 
unteers of other cities. The Dominion 
Government has expressed its willing- 
ness to provide Victoria with a drill-shed 
adequate to its requirements if the cor- 
poration grants a site for it in a central 
locality. But the corporation shows no 
disposition to comply with this reas- 
onable condition. There was once talk 
of setting apart a piece of ground at the 
eastern extremity of Pandora Avenue, 
but the situation is inconvenient and 
no steps thut we have heard of 
have been taken to sectiro even this 
piece of ground for the purpose. Tho 
Corporation in this matter, as iii many 
others of equal and even greater import- 
ance, has pursued its usu»l dilatory 
polioy. It acts as if it considered time 
of no value whatever. A year or two 
lost appears to be nothing in the eyes of 
the easy - going aldermen. Is there 
nothing that will stir them up-- that 
will stimulate them into something like 
activity! They know that all that 
stands in the way of Victoria's getting 
the drill shed that it needs, of having 
another useful and handsome public: 
building in the city, is their delay in 
finding for it u suitable site. • Yet thoy 
do nothing. The building of a drill 
- ahed means the expenditure of a con 
■ eidirahlo sum of money in the city, and 
they protean to he delighted to sou pub- 
lic money expended in Victoria, yut 



OPIUM SMUGGLING. 

A San Francisco contemporary says 
that "opium is openly sold in this oity 
for less than its cost in China and tho 
duty added." This is not at nil Sur 
prising. The enormously high duty 
which is by the American tariff imposed 
upon opium is a premium on smuggling 
It is the same all the world over. Place 
a very high duty on any commodity, make 
it worth men's while to run the smug 
gler's risks, and they will to a dead cor 
tainty smuggle. Every scheme that 
human ingenuity can devise will be re 
sorted to, to evade the revenue li 
It is not to he expected that the Amen 
cans in thi.s respect differ from the res 
of mankind. They uro very like the 
people of other countries, and in the 
matter of making money, lawfully or 
unlawfully, they are, as Arteinus Ward 
would say, a little more so. Tube able to 
make ton dollars or the half of it by 
smuggling a pound of opium is just a 
little too much for the virtue of the 
rage American, or the average Cauadiai 
for that matter. The temptation is to< 
groat nut only for the traders, but foi 
the American revenue officers tli 
solves. It is well-known that thoy have 
in many places been in league with th 
Opium smugglers, and no doubt thoy al- 
so still. A San Francisco paper assorts 
that it is not a matter of be 
lief that the customs officials of 
San Francisco wink at smuggling 
"It is a fact" it goes on to say, "that 
has been demonstrated." It then tells 
this little story : 

A short time ago Robert Stevens 
Consul at Victoria, B. ('., while in this 
city was notified by his Vice-Consu 
(Marvin) that a .shipment, of 3,000 
pounds of opium was made on a certain 
vessel bound for this port'. He person 
ally notified the Collector, Judge linger 

The precautions he advised were not 
taken, and. when be made a complaint 
at the Custom-house lie was mot with a 
sneer at "Ins anxiety to get the infi 
liter's moiety." 

"I look to my Government for the 
reward for, doing my duty," was Consul 
Stevens' reply. "1 do not look else- 
where. " 

Our contemporary gives other 
stances in which customs house officials 
wore a good deal more than Suspected 
of being in collusion with the illicit 
traders in opium. It says: 

" Opium la smuggled hero with the 
collusion of tho customs offioials. The 
Smugglers are' known, thoy carry 
their business openly, and it in absurd 
to suppose that they would risk u $, 
000 shipment at a timo, as il is known 
thoy have, unlesstlioy had some guaranty 
of safety at this end." 

This iH certainly a very bad state of 
tilings, for who is to stop smuggling 
when the very revenue ollicors Mioiu- 
solves are engaged in the business'; 
Who is to stand sentry over the guards? 



strated tho fact, — a fact apparent 
every disinterested person who wit 
nosscd the game, — that the betting habit 
is ruining the sport.

PLANT SHADE TRKISS, BBAUTI- 
2Ft OUR STREETS AND AVE- 
NUES. 

To THE EDITOR: — Would it not be 
well for our city council to tako this 
matter in hand and devise ways end 
moans for planting ornamental shade 
trees to adorn our streets and avenues. 
This is not an expensive undertaking. 
The bunelits to bo derived from it in 
many ways would be worth lifty times 
the cost. Strangers and touriBts arriv- 
ing here would be at once struck with 
admiration at the winning loveliness of 
our park-like streets which seem so cool 
and inviting, shaded by the dense mass 
of bright green foliage of. the lindens, 
chestnuts, plane trees and the noble 
elms inviting the passer-by to take a 
seat and rest beneath their refreshing 
shade. Nature has been kind to us. 
She has lavished more than a liberal share 
of natural beauty on our surroundings. 
It now requires oidy a little artilieial 
work to polish off the roughness. I 
would advise our City Fathers to tako 
hold of this work in earnest, improve 
and adorn our streets with choice orna- 
mental shade trees. 

[ would here suggest that Douglas 
Street be the starting point. Plant on 
euch side of Douglas, from Humboldt to 
the Fountain, thence from Douglas to 
Cook on all streets running east, and 
from Humboldt to Princess avenue on 
all the streets running north, this would 
include the principal part of the city. 
Other portions could be attended to 
afterwards. I would also suggest that 
this work be done at the expense of the 
corporation. If this is not satisfactory, 
let the properly owners furnish the 
trees anil the corporation have them 
planted and protected, by guards; 
or let the City furnish trees, 
do all the work, and charge 
the expenses to property owners to be 
collected in with the taxes: or any 
other scheme that may be thought the 
best, but by all means let us have this 
work accomplished. Let our board of 
aldermen grusp it in the righ spirit and 
put it through at once; it is now time to 
wake from our lethargy and he up and 
doing, bet us help ourselves and nol 
wait for others to help us. Those that 
help themselves generally arc; the best 
served. II we make these improve- 
ments prosperity will lie our reward, 

1 would also remind am! seriously ad- 
vise our ,'govermnent to plant an 
avenue of shade trees from Ksquimalt to 
the west end id' Point KUico bridge. 
This would be money well invested.

COASTING REGULATIONS. 

The Board ef Trade Protests Against the 
Order Recently Issued. 

A special meeting of tho Board of 
Trade wan held yesterday morning, the 
president, Mr. Robert Ward, in the 
chair. » . 

After fully considering the recent or- 
der issued by the Customs Department, 
in regard to American steamers coasting 
in British Columbia waters, a lengthy 
telegram was ordered to bo sent to Ot- 
tawa, asking that the order be modified 
at once in order not to interfere with 
the American steamers now plying 
regularly between British Columbia and 
United States ports. 

The order, it is stated, wus evidently 
issued through a misunderstanding of 
the request; made some time ago by the 
board, that tho coasting laws be rigor- 
ously enforced in order to prevent 
American steamers trading from port to 
port in tho province. ' 

As at present worded, the order 
would prevent the handling of Canadian 
bonded freight sent over American 
lines by the regular Sound steamers. It 
would also put un end to the business 
now rapidly increasing between this 
city and Portland by the 0. R. & N. 
Co.'s steamers Michigan and Idaho. 

It is expected t hat tho regulation will, 
without delay, be modified so as to per- 
mit the present boats now running 
regularly between American and provin- 
cial ports to continue to enjoy all the 
privileges they have heretofore. 

THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 

The blue Built To Han Juan Kiver when 
the Men Quit Work—To bo Completed 
to Bonllla Point In the .Spring, 

T. 1). Conway, contractor for con- 
structing the Ronilla Point signal 
service telegraph line, returned with 
his whole outfit on Sunday last on the 
schooner Mountain Chief from San 
Juan harbor.

The 
mare appeared a strong favorite, al- 
though but little belting was done, and 
no odds were offered by her backers. 
While not exactly in prime condition 
she was a handsome animal, with strong 
clean limbs, good wind, and power in 
her hind quarters far superior to that of 
her rival. "The Queen of the Delta," 
as the mare has been nick-named, is 
only five years old; Colonial bred from 
Copperbottoih stock out of a Hamble- 
tonian. Yesterday's was her third race 
this season, she having won one before 
at Ladder's and another at New West- 
minster. 

" Royal," tho Nanaiino horse, while a 
year older than the mare, is the hand- 
somer animal of the two. He comes of 
Butralph stock, and was [bred in Kiun- 
loops. Already, at his home, Nanaimo, 
he has given a fine account of himself. 
FAIR WARNING, 

At .'1 o'clock sharp the horses were 
called up by the judges : Mr. Wm. 
Dalby, who acted as starter; Mr. W. 
F. Chambers, timekeeper; and Mr. F. 
8. Barnard, M. P. Before weighing, 
the announcement was made to the 
jockeys and owners that any pulling or 
jockeying would be punished by the 
ruling of the offending jockey from the 
track for all time to come, and the dis- 
barring of the owner from again enter- 
ing a horse in any race under the 
auspices of the club. The announce 
ineut was received with applause from 
the spectators. 

In weight the mare bad a slight ad- 
vantage, her jockey, Tom Gannon, tip- 
ping the scale at 121; while Joe Quy, 
the China boy, who was put on the 
gelding, registered at ll!S. 

TMH FIRST HEAT. 

Tossing for place, Royal won the pole; 
and after only a few seconds delay the 
horses were sent away with a perfect 
start. With scarcely two feet of day- 
light between them, they dashed out 
from the wire, running neck and neck 
to the quarter. Here Gannon, who bad 
been hugging close to the gelding, cut in 
for the pole, which he took at the turn. 
Using his whip, the "China boy" made 
a gallant effort to redeem his advantage, 
and at the half pressed the leader so 
close that it looked like "nip and tuck." 
At the three-quarter "Royal" bail fallen 
to a half-length in the rear, and the 
position remained unchanged as they 
came up the home stretch, the mare a 
winner. Time, .50. 

As soon as the heothad been awarded, 
the friends of the Nanaimo horse raised 
a little kick, claiming that Gannon 
fouled in taking the pole at the quar- 
ter, not having a half length lead when 
he cut in. The judges, however, felt 
confident in the justice of the decision, 
and it stood. 

SECOND HEAT. 

In the second heat, the horses were 
sent away wide apart, with the mare at 
the pole. Never once in the heat did 
she lose a foot. At the quarter the pair 
still kept abreast, but from the turn the 
Mainland flyer commenced to draw out 
from her rival. At the half, she bad 
won almost a length, and kept 
winning, although the China boy 
used his whip freely to over- 
haul her. It was no use. The mare 
kept the long swinging pace, and her 
lead, and instead of gaining, the geld- 
ing fell further behind. Up the home 
stretch the horses came in tandem 
fashion, the mare leading, and her rider 
not having used his Whip once in the 
heat. Joe was giving his mount the 
rawhide and trying hard, but ineffectu- 
ally, to pass by the pole. The gelding 
had done his best, and was vanquished, 
"Maude" shooting under the wire a full 
length and a-half ahead.
